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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: there are several reasons why the application is 
not in condition for allowance at least at this time. First, it is clearly noted that independent claims 14, 26, 38 and 50 have each been 
amended in parallel fashion so as to delete the presence of the adhesive on the second side of the base material, then add that the base 
material is "attached" to a first object, which is far broader than the previously existing claim language. Both of these amendments, 
however, each clearly constitute new issues in each independent claim that they now appear in, as these embodiments were formerly not 
present in any dependent claims, including those which have been cancelled, and applicant's sole argument presented In favor of their 
presentation that they broaden the claims is not seen to be a suitable reason for permitting such amendments. Additionally, the 
presentation of new dependent claims 62-73 must also be considered new issues, as they do not correspond to those dependent claims 
which have been cancelled. With respect to the arguments presented in favor of patentability, particularly those presented In the last 
complete paragraph on page 8 the Examiner must respectfully adhere to his prior art rejection based upon Albert '669 taken either 
individually or in view of Fletcher as set forth in the Final Rejection, and as to applicant's arguments that the issues of proper support, 
effective filing date and others have already been discussed and are not believed suitable for reiterating at least at this point In the 
prosecution. 
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
